They added, however, the wear- 
ing of a badge, a small silver cross ot. tho 
Maltese form, signifying perfect love, 
tied with a set of purple ribbons, signify- 
ing royalty. Each of the ten ladies agreed 
to lake some special mission, nnd each 
formed a "Ten" to carry it out. These 
"Tens'1 multiplied rapidly, and 0:1 stated 
occasions reported progress to the head 
ceuter, Mrs. Bottome. 
There were formed 


comforting "Tens" to visit hospital pa- 
ticnts, 10 read to them and supply certain 
luxuries not allowed by the authorities. 
Numbers of these unfortunates have been 
given the b'ttle cross, and some have died 
Tfter bciug ennobled with this order. 
Other ''Tens'1 liavo gone to the poorest 
tenement houses to visit the sick and 
dying, while some of the sisterhood have 
:aken up the wrongs ot working girls and 
lave boon kindly interested in shop girls, 
indeed", there Is hardly a form of bonevo- 
enco that has not been adopted by "The 
Sing's Daughters."

society known us "Shut Ins," numbering 
ovor £0,000. Such- messages were indeed 
very pathetic. A "Ten" of colored mem- 
bers was present.

American and English missions in Vuris, 
was present and avowed her intention.of 
forming a branch society when she re- 
turns to France. 
Considerable amuse- 


ment was occasioned by tho reading- ot a 
report from tho "Hold tho Tonguo Ten," 
the ladies who have promised not to talk 
gossip of other women—not only not to 
talk, but not to shrug the shor.iders when 
other women's names are mentioned, 
which is so much more cruel tlmu speech. 
Circulars were freely given out at the 
close oJ the meeting, printed in purple, 
the color of all tho printing of the IcaJIets 
and hymns of tlie society, nnd there was a 
largo sale of the cross and ribbon, each 
cross bearing tho letters "I. II.

Finding mj'solf in the pine region oi" 


southeast Georgia, and thinl:ing thtiC 
some information on Hie subject above 
named may not provo uninteresting U> 
your readers, I will endeavor 1o tell them 
that wliieli lias been imparted to me by 
those thoroughly conversant ivitli tlin 
whole business. A turpentine fnitn con- 
sists of from five to forty crops of 10.HOO 
boxes each. 
Tbe work is somotini«! 


carried on by tbc owners o£ the forests 
themselves; again, tlio trees are Imised 
out for u certain number of years, tru'o 
or throe being about the limit. 
Negro 


labor is principally employed in this sec- 
tion. 


Tliu work commences in Novcmljer, 


when ihe boxing of the tree begins. The 
IKIXOS, which are Cut sloping back into 
tlic trees about a foot from the ground, 
mmsuru three inches tack at the bot- 
tom, four inches deep :uid about seven- 
teen inches in length. In March they 
aro cornered; that is, a cbip is taken off 
on both sides just above tbe ends of 
the boxes. Next the faces for dripping 
avc cut V shape between and above the 
j'laccs chipped. TLe number effaces or. 
isicli tree depends upon its size, varying 
from one to tliree. Besides the original 
cutting of the faces, the trees are backed 
once a week during the dripping season 
with a peculiarly shaped • knife suited to 
the purpose. The hacking increases the 
length of the faces, as one or two inches 
oi! tl'.e bark are taken off above each time. 


The dripping of the crude into barrels 


begins about the middle of March, and 
the boxes are emptied' seven or eight 
limus during tho season. 
They hold 


from one to two quarts each, and from 
10,000 boxes 210 barrels is considered a 
fair, rind 250 barrels a fine yield. Tho 
fu-st year's dripping is called "virgin," 
tlio second "yearling'-' and all after "old 
st n (T," From eight barrels «>f crude they 
get two of spirits of turpentine and five 
to five and a half of resin. Of tho latter 
there are several grades: "W. \V., ''water 
white;" "\V, G., ''window gljss;" 31., 
nc-xt highest, and so ori up the alphabet, 
but down in quality, to A, the letter J 
being omitted. 
The first drippings, if 


not scorched in. boiling, make lx>aulifu]ly 
white transparent resin; hence the name' 
"water white." The crude producing! 
tliis can never be obtained from trees 
after the first month's running; that for 
W. G., ''window glass," jx'ssibly into 
July or August.—Cor. Popular Science 
Monthlv.
